THIS NECESSITY OF PARASITES 


More Strict Quarantine Laws Are 


Needed—Officers Elected and Com- 


mittees Appointed. 


Los ANOKLKH, November 21.—Elwood 


Cooper called the seventeenth annual 
eeQeion of the State Fruit Growers' As- 
sociation to order today. Fifty dele- 
gates were present at tbe opening and 
more arrived later. 


Hon. Abbott Kinriey made the open- 


ing address, setting forth the import- 
ance of horticultural work. 


President Cooper delivered Ins annual 


;uldreue, reviewing the work of the fruit 
growers. He urged the necessity of a 
bureau of fruit statistics. He referred 
to the importance of the work of para- 
sites, and said fruit growers must rely 
on themselves mid establish a perma- 
nent bureau to secure parasites. He 
calle 1 attention to the need of stricter 
quarantine laws. 


Abbott Kinney and G. J. Griffith 


were elected first and second vice presi- 
dents, respectively. 


At the afternoon, session President 


Cooper was ill and Abbott Kinney pre- 
sided. J. E. Cutter of Riverside read a 
treatise on varieties of oranges and 
lemons, which was diBuUBsed at length. 
Hev. A. T. Perkins acted as secretary.

Ho 
iys: "A largo portion of Blount's ro- 
ort consists of personal attacks on mo 
ud those QBEOcialod with uio in the pro- 
isional government, impugning our 
oracity, good faith and courage, clmrg- 
ig us with fraud ami duplicity. Al 
tough ho states I was a leader in tho 
evolutionary movement, he never asked 
10 a question nor. gave mo an opportu- 
ity to make a statement the same time 
o did a largo number of other men who 
ook a prominent part In the movement 
ist Jammrv. His f vidonco consists ex- 
ufiively of prepared allhlavits or an- 
gers to leading questions put by him- 
olf at private Interviews, no ono else 
olng present imi » stenographer. There 
•as no opportunity in his cross-exam in- 
tion to contradict 
or explain cvi- 


ence." 
Thuraton enters a specific denial to 
lount'n statement that Stevens nnd 
ViltsQ acted in collusion with the revo- 
itionists. Ho sayB the troops did not 
perale with the committee of safety, 
nd the committee had no more knowl- 
dgo than did tho Queen's government

Lockhart is in jail and is very much

o bo of good family and has never had 
iiy trouble before. 
The coroner's inquest was held on 


JofTec Monday. Tho evidence showed 
Coffee was drunk, that Lockhart had 
won the hand, and struck Coffee aftoi 
he latter had pocketed tlio money ami 
poke to Lockhart in an offensive man- 
ier. The jury brought in a verdict 
iharging Loekliart with manslaughter.

cheaper, for one thing, and whatever 
does that benefits mankind—and it may 
be brought home to us in California in a 
way we do not now dream of. In the 
level country about Fresno, for instance, 
there are miles on miles of canals, both 
broad and deep. A cheap sort of power 
applied to boats on those canals would 
make the moving of the crops lo the 
railroads lines a vastly easier matter 
than it is now.—Oakland Tribune. 


Tlie time is not very far distant, if 


proper efforts are made to secure the co- 
operation of the government in improv- 
ing the natural waterways ol the state, 
when this great valley will transport to 
market a large part of ita immense 
products by water. 
The 
navigable 


streams will be reached by canals, which 
can be as easily and cheaply constructed 
throughout the entire length of the val- 
ley aa they can through any other terri- 
tory ol like dimensions in the world. 
When this ia done, and not until then 
will the question of cheap transportation 
for the producers of this valley bo per 
maiienlly solved. 


AH MAXY of the appalling railroad ac 


cidents are due to tlie willful neglect o 
conductors and engineers to obey ex- 
plicit orders, something should be done 
to compel these autocrats of the road to 
obey to the letter the instructions which 
aro given them. When fl man has the 
lives of passengers in hie hands it is cer- 
tainly criminal for him to heedlessly ig- 
nore' his running orders, and any rail- 
road employe guilty of such conduct, 
even though no accident results from 
his carelessness, should be Runimflrily 
dismissed from service. Such action on 
tie part ot railroad olficiala would have 
a salutary effect on their employes.— 
Expositor. 


As tho lite of tho conductor and engi- 


neer are at stake, it is hardly apparent 
that their care in obeying orders could 
be improved by any penalty which their 
employers could impose upon them. The 
ordinary man—to which class the rail- 
road employe doubtless belongs—th inks 
quite ae much of his life aahedoesof his 
situation. The statement that any con- 
siderable proportion of railroad disas- 
ters are caused by the wilful disobedi- 
ence of orders is highly improbable. 
Men do not deliberately disobey orders 
when both their reputation and lives 
are thereby placed in jeopardy 
A ma- 


jority ot railroad accidents are unquett- 
tionuUy due to the iucHicicncy of the 
systems under which the roads arc 
operated, the inferior quality of equip- 
ments, underpaid and unqualified em- 
ployes, and occasional mistakes which 
will occur even under circumntanccB 
which are the moat favorable for pre- 
venting trmm. An attempt to attribute

They did not dare to attempt to arrest 
or interfere with the aroused white citi- 
/ens. It was a united and irresistible 
movement of the same men, with now 
ncreaaed numbers, that took away the 
despotic iwwera of> King Kalakaua m

HEALTH OFFICER HOPKIIfS. 


His Report on the Cases of Glan- 


ders at Clsull's. 


Dr. St. HeorBO Hopkins, the county, 


Health officer, returned yesterday from 
a trip to Mrs. Oissell's place, where he 
went to investigate the glanders cases.' 


Dr. Hopkins first visitcd_A. J. Scog- 


«ins' ranch. He llrat met "A. J. Scog- 
gins Jr., who told the doctor that no 
horse on the ranch had been or was 
sick with the glanders, and that no ani- 
mal had been killed on account of hav- 
ing glanders. 
Later, Dr. Hopkins saw A. J. fecog- 


gins, Sr., who acknowledged he had 
killed a inule and a horse because they 
were glandered. On investigation tlie 
doctor found Scoggius had left the mule 
where it was killed, right iu the middle 
of the range, where other animals could 
approach it and get the discaso by con- 
tact. 
He made Scoggins burn the 


animal. 
Dr. Hopkins then visited Mrs. Cissell. 


That lady assured the doctor that her 
boy, Albu-rt, who died from glanders, 
did not get liifTdisease from the pet colt, 
hut from Scoggins' ninle. Albert was a 
curious lad, and seeing tho mule was 
sick went to where it was and watched 
it, and sometimes handled the animal. 
Dr. Hopkins and Veterinary Surgeon 


Edwards, who accompanied him, exam- 
ined the colt, and found it perfectly 
healthv. Mrs. Oissell also stated that 
one of Scoggins' glandered hotscs had 
come to the water trough and dropped 
down from weakness. Scoggins after- 
wards came and took tho horse away. 


Mrs. Oissell'B other son, Leroy, is 


very ill witli the disease, and cannot re- 
cover. Dr. Hopkins says that Mrs. 
Scoggins, who visited Albert Ciasell 
while he was suffering from glanders, 
also shows symptoms of the disease. It 
is the opinion of the doctor that glaii.
